ing of the flesh of the mountain sheep 
alohe-were us extensive as the entire 
dietary section of the Mosale law, - 

A young girl, for instance, might eat 
only certain ribs, and when she was a 
Mttle older she might ent certain other 
ribs, but when she was full grown she 
would for a time have to abstain from 
eating the ribs which had been allowed 
to her up to then, 

After a woman had had her first 
child she might eat certain other ribs, 
after her second child still others, nnd 
only after having had five children 
might she eat all the ribs; but even 
then she must not eat the membranes 
on the inside of the ribs. If her child 
was sick she must not ext certain 
ribs, and {f two of her children were 
sick she might not ent certuln other 
ribs. If her brother's child wan sick 
she might not eat certain parts, and 
ff her brother's wife died there were 
etill different prohibitions, 

The taboos applying to the ribs of 
sheep had relation to the health of her 
They 
also depended upon what animals her 
relatives or herself hnd killed recently 
and on whether those aniinals were 
male or femnle.—V. Stefanssen !n 
Harper's Maguzine.

Noted British Tariff Reformer ts 
Described In Political Circles as 
the Real Leader of the Unionists 
and the Power Behind Bonar, 
Law—Was a Conspicuous Cab!- 
Net Minister While In Power. 


Austen Chamberlain, son of the 
famous ‘Joe’ Chamberlain, long the 
Conservative pewer in England, ta 
following in the footsteps of his sire, 
The fact that the other day Austen 
celebrated his 60th birthday awoke 
England to the fact ‘hat the “young 
man’ ‘is getting along and tbat time 
passes, 

Austen is so much like his father 
that he imitates the elder leader ev3a 
to the orchid in his buttonhole and 
the monocle that charactevized the 
great political foe of Gladstone. Pes 
haps that is the great fault England 
finds with the young man. Certainly 
the country bas no fault to find with 
his ability and industry.. 

As a matter of fact, Austen Chame 
berlain is the real leader of the Cone 
servative party in England to-day, 
the titular head of the party, Bonar 
Law, being a compromise man. 

He entered British politics in 1888, 
making his famous maiden speech ia 
the Commons coon after 1892, @ 
speech which Gladstone, the swora

man was a Rugby schoo! boy-and a - 


Cambridge man. 

While the Conservatives were in 
power, Austen Chamberlain held re= 
sponsible offices, discharging their 
duties with conspicuous ability. He 
waa Civil Lord of the Admiralty, 
Postmaster-General and Chancellor of 
the Exchequer. It is because be knows 
the Ins and outs of the last mention- 
ed office that he fs such a thorn in 
the flesh to Hon. David Lloyd-George, 
the present incumbent. 

Personally, they say, Austen is a 
stickler for neatness, It is reported 
that he used to go over his desk and 
chair, when he was in office, with a 
white-gloved hand to find dust. If 
the glove was soiled, there was & 
“call” coming for’ the luckless 
cleaner, 

It was his father's idea that mar- 
riago hampered a young man's ca- 
reer, and Austen withstood all the 
darta of Cupid until seven years ago, 
when he surprised officialdom by 
marrying. It {a said that, if the To- 
ries were restored to power to-day, 
Austen Chamberla'n would be mede 
Premier.

It is regarded as a special honor 
when the British crown permits the 
name of one of i's statesmen to be 
be-towed upon a new city. Queen 
! Victoria was considered to have 
\ greatly distinguished in this fachion 

the late Earl of Kimberley, when she 
authorized him during his tenuce of 
| the sccretaryship of state for the col- 
onies, to give his name to the city of 
' Kimberley, now one of the great cene 
| tres of the diamond mining industry 
| in South Africa.. 
The real economic and political me- 
‘ fropolis of the huge commonwealth 
‘of Australia, that is. Melbourne, is 
indebted for its name to that Lord 
| Melbourne, who was the firet prime 
m! ister of Q ‘cen Victoria's reign, as 
well as her mentor, and instructor in 
Statecraft. . 

Wellington, in New Zealand, takes 
{ts name from the Iron Duke, who 
won for England the battle of Water- 
loo and Auckland and Canterbury ia 
the same Dominion, from Lords Cane 
terbury and Auckland. Lewis Hare 
court is now to be commemorated ia 
a similar fashion; the only man to be 
thus honored since Lord Kimberley.
